Ocean Pickups 


The One-Ion Ocean Pickup has 
been developed by Ocean Arks 
International and Dr. John Todd. It 
is constructed using new cold 
molding techniques and sophis- 
ticated epoxy glues, to enable the 
use of inexpensive woods. The 
Ocean Pickup is intended to provide 
an easy to construct vessel, not 
demanding scarce ‘prime’ woods, 
for the coastal communities of the 
Third World. The Ocean Pickup is 
designed to act either as a water 
taxi, cargo vessel or fishing boat. 

In the winter of 1983, the Ocean 
Pickup fished experimentally and 
successfully in New England waters. 
In the Spring/Summer it is in 
Guyanese waters on a feasibility 
study of sail in fisheries project. By 
the fall of 1983 the Ocean Pickup 
will be undertaking a comparable 
study off the Caribbean coast of 
Costa Rica. 

Long range plans involve 
designing and building a variety of 
high performance sailing vessels 
adapted to specific fisheries, tasks 
and regions. Research will also 
include small-scale cargo and trans- 
port. For more information on this 
project, contact Ocean VOYAGES’ 
office.

INDIVIDUALS: Reservations for 
individuals joining scheduled trips 
are accepted up to seven days before 
departure.
